There was virtually no publicity 
concerning them, and no doubt the majority of fairgoers were not even aware 
of their existence. Those who did come to see the small display were often 
dissuaded from spending a dollar, as the Columbian 50-cent piece, or twice 
the face value, cost the same amount and seemed to be a better buy. The 
result was that after the fair, large quantities remained unsold and thousands 
were returned to the Philadelphia Mint and melted. Mrs. Potter Palmer, lead- 
ing light of the Board of Lady Managers, personally bought 10,000 of them. 
The last resulted in a floating supply later purchased, at least in part, by S.C. 
Stevens, Chicago dealer, and by others as well. Quantities of this particular 
commemorative coin were readily available on the market for many years 
afterward. However, when the commemorative boom of 1935-1936 
occurred, remaining caches were widely dispersed. Since that time, such coins 
are usually seen one at a time. More often than not they are Mint State, but 
usually in less than Gem preservation.

Hudson, New York, a 
city of 14,000 people, desired to commemorate its 150th anniversary by issu- 
ing a commemorative half dollar. Ten thousand were ordered from the Mint, 
and it was thought to sell them for $1 each locally or for $1.18 each, includ- 
ing postage, by mail. Local announcements in May and early June 1936 
failed to stir up much interest. Advertisements had been placed in numis- 
matic publications, but had yet to appear. Fearful that thousands of coins 
would remain unsold, the committee gratefully accepted an offer from New 
York City coin dealer Julius Guttag to take nearly all of them at a slight 
reduction from the $1 list price, a marvelous situation, so it was thought, as 
there had not been much local demand, and selling nearly all of the coins for 
just a slight discount certainly saved the nuisance of handling. Then adver- 
tisements began to be noticed by numismatists, who sent in orders, only to 
receive notices that the entire issue had been sold out, and, indeed it was. 
Immediately the market price jumped to $5, then to $6, then to $7 - a mar- 
velous profit in this Depression year. Excitement reigned, and the great com- 
memorative boom was launched.

S Monroe Doctrine Centennial half dollar ostensibly commemorates the 
anniversary of this piece of American foreign policy. However, the actual 
release of it was in California (which in 1823 had no connection with the 
United States) and was distributed at an obscure film festival. Just over 
274,000 pieces were struck, most of them going into general circulation for 
face value, where they were commonly seen through the 1940s. California 
bank tellers had a field day in setting them aside, often later spending them 
when they learned that the pieces, although curious, had relatively little after- 
market value. 


When these pieces were produced they were handled roughly, counted, 
bagged, and shipped. Likely, if you had been present at the film festival in Los 
Angeles in 1923 and had dipped your hand into a bag of these, most would 
be what we would call MS62 or MS63 today. Not making matters any sim- 
pler is the shallow and quite unsatisfactory design relief. From an aesthetic 
viewpoint, many commemorative specialists consider this to be a low point 
among commemorative half dollars of the decade, a position perhaps chal- 
lenged by the 1926 Sesquicentennial. Today, of course, this makes little dif- 
ference as an issue such as this is a rarity when found in an exceptional grade. 


Rich lustrous silver surfaces are overlaid with deep honey-golden and cobalt- 
blue toning. Some contact marks are seen in the higher parts but are gener- 
ally hidden by the patination.

The proceeds were supposed to go to a museum in E] Paso, but we have never 
been able to locate any specific records where significant funds were trans- 
ferred or that anyone benefited other than Hoffecker himself. Later, Hoffek- 
er distributed the 1936 Elgin Centennial half dollars, this second coin being 


sold in a straightforward manner, without a whisper of wrongdoing.

Although the surfaces have been cleaned at one time, they have retoned to a 
deep olive-gray color with some lighter accents on the reverse. For identifica- 
tion purposes, there are three barely visible indentions in the obverse field 
between Liberty's neck and star 13. A very pleasing example of this highly

1838 Name Omitted, Judd-84 Restrike Pollock-93, R.5. NGC graded Proof 63. This is the Judd-84 Restrike variety of the rare 1838 Gobrecht dollar, a fas- 
cinating series in American numismatics. This coin features needle sharp detail on both sides including the sometimes weak peripheral stars on the obverse. Scat- 
tered shades of deep gunmetal-blue and purple-lilac have accumulated on each side over the years. There are a couple of thin hairlines in the field above the eagle 
extending toward the TAT of STATES, these being mentioned only for future identification purposes. 


All 1838 dollars that have been observed in private hands or museum holdings appear to be restrikes made in the late 1850s under the authority of Mint Direc- 
tor James Ross Snowden, or in the late 1860s by Director Henry R. Linderman. Like the present specimen, the restrikes were made to satisfy collector demand 
for these beautiful coins. The restrikes are generally found in Die Alignment III orientation (the head of Liberty opposite NE of ONE) as on this coin; however, 
a few restrikes are also known in Die Alignment IV. Although the precise mintage of 1838 dollars is unknown due to their obscure origin, recent estimates sug- 
gest that fewer than 250 coins were ultimately produced, and that only a small fraction of those survive today. (#11350)

As the grade levels 
improve, the population decreases rapidly. This is a fully lustrous, Choice 
quality survivor that shows typical die clashing, but its overall appeal is sim- 
ply outstanding. As with most examples, the R in AMERICA and the 5 in 
the date are indistinct, as are occasional portions of the devices. A couple of 
tiny planchet anomalies are noted in the left obverse field under ED of 
UNITED. Southern gold specialists will pay close attention to this lot. Pop-

CHOICE AU 1845-D QUARTER EAGLE 


1845-D. PCGS graded AU-55. Bright yellow-gold with an interesting mix- 
ture of satiny reflectiveness in the fields. A few faint marks are noted under 
careful scrutiny, although none of them immediately draws the viewer's 
attention. For pedigree purposes, three small dark spots are seen: one over 
star 13, one at the rim under the 8, and one over the E of AMERICA. Nice- 
ly struck from lightly clashed dies. An elusive date, one that is typically seen 
at VF or so, and far scarcer in Choice AU than its mintage of 19,460 pieces

PLEASING LOW MINTAGE 1850-C QUARTER EAGLE 





1850-C. NGC graded AU-55. One of only 9,148 quarter eagles struck this 
year in Charlotte, a modest figure by any standards. Typically struck from 
lightly clashed dies, some localized weakness shows at the center of the 
reverse. Subtle green-gold color with some remaining luster in the crevices. 
Pleasing for the grade and worthy of serious bidding activity. (#7756) 


Liberty Quarter Eagles 
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1857-D. ANACS graded MS-62. This example is typically well struck for 
the issue, with both the obverse and the reverse exhibiting sharp detailing 
including Liberty's hair and the eagle's feathers. Even the border details are 
sharp, save for a small area at the base of the reverse. The fields impart a semi- 
reflective glow with each side being a medium copper-gold color. Small, rel- 
atively unobtrusive marks are noted in the fields with a small patch just under 
the eagle's right (facing) wing. This is solely mentioned for future identifica- 
tion purposes. 


Only 2,364 1857-D quarter eagles were struck at Dahlonega, Georgia. Dou- 
glas Winter, in his book Gold Coins of the Dahlonega Mint, has estimated that 
approximately 110 to 130 ‘S7-D specimens exist in all states of preservation. 
Of these, eight to ten are thought to be in Mint State conditions. (#7783)

1860 Old Reverse. PCGS graded AU-58. A deep yellow-gold specimen 
with satiny motifs, mildly reflective fields, and abundant remaining luster. 
Nicely struck as well, with just a touch of weakness on a couple of the eagle’s 
details. Struck from the old-style hub in use for many years, most easily told 
by the size and shape of the arrowheads on the reverse. On the “old” hub, 
those arrowheads are broad and touch each other, while on the “new” hub, 
those arrowheads are thin and tapered, and no longer touch. As noted, it is 
visually charming and physically pleasing. (#97791) 





1876-S. PCGS graded AU-58. Nearly Uncirculated, with just a hint of fric- 
tion keeping this from a BU status. Lovely, almost fully lustrous and scarce.

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1879. PCGS graded MS-63. Sharp and fully lustrous with satiny surfaces. 
Each side is enhanced by a colorful mixture of mint-green and peach patina. 
A very pleasing example for the assigned grade. (#7830) 


1886. PCGS graded AU-55. A rare date with a small mintage of only 4,000 
pieces. Minor signs of circulation show in the fields and on the highpoints, 
but Liberty's face and neck show minimal signs of handling. Sharply detailed 
and very attractive. (#7838) Ex: The Property of a Gentleman. 





1903. NGC graded MS-63. Frosty and sharply defined with minimal marks 
for the assigned Select grade. A few splotches of coppery toning are noted. 
Worth a close look and a strong bid. (#7855) 





1905. PCGS graded MS-63. Lustrous and well defined with a bright gold- 
en finish. Minimally marked for the assigned grade. (#7857) Ex: The Prop- 
erty of a Gentleman. 


REMARKABLE 1893 QUARTER EAGLE,

1893. PCGS graded Proof 65 Cameo. Just 106 proof quarter eagles were 
coined in 1893, of which perhaps half survive today as recognizable proofs. 
This is a beautifully contrasted specimen that is fully brilliant throughout 
without a hint of toning. The surfaces are primarily a soft green-gold hue, 
typical of the date. There are no noteworthy marks or spots that can serve as 
future pedigree identifiers.

1908. NGC graded Proof 65. Satiny, deep khaki-gold color overall with a pale reddish cast as the coin is examined under a light. The surfaces of this Gem matte 


proof sparkle like a million tiny diamonds, especially so when viewed under low magnification. While 236 proofs of the date were struck, a fairly high produc- 
tion run for matte proof Indian coinage, it is now believed that many were melted as unsold. The present coin is certainly well worth reaching for when the bid-

1008 1909. NGC graded Proof 66. An exceptional example of this elusive date 


that is seldom offered in any grade, particularly as a Premium Gem Proof. 
The original mintage amounted to a scant 136 pieces; the total number sold 
to collectors for the entire year. Clearly demand was soft for these early proof 
gold coins, not only because the new designs proved unpopular with collec- 
tors of the day, but the Roman finish was not finding favor either. The 
Philadelphia Mint had tinkered with the matte finish (of 1908) in 1909, cre- 
ating a slightly more reflective and lighter yellow texture to these 1909 
proofs. The “Roman finish” was born, but sales remained slow as collectors 
of the day preferred reflective mirror fields combined with frosted devices 
over these less reflective, uniformly textured modern issues. 


For identification, there is a shallow contact mark under the Y of LIBERTY. 
Another feature is a faint raised die line at the reverse rim to the left of the U 
of UNUM. The 1909 is considered by collectors to be the rarest matte proof 
quarter eagle in most grades, and is certainly the rarest in Gem and finer 
grades. In fact just a handful are known and despite the lower mintage of the 
proof 1915, that final year of issue is actually more available in comparable 
grades than this 1909.

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MAGNIFICENT MATTE PROOF 1912 QUARTER EAGLE 








1009 1912. PCGS graded Proof 66. The present coin has a wonderful olive-gold 


and antique-gold color throughout and boasts virtually perfect surfaces. The 
strike is full and complete, and the color is a trifle subdued from a thin layer 
of haze, a common feature on most American gold coins. For future identi- 
fication purposes, a single tiny toning spot is noted above the P of 
PLURIBUS at the reverse rim. The present coin is in an early green label 
PCGS holder, and was tucked away in a collection for many years. A mere 
197 pieces were coined as matte proofs, roughly half to two-thirds have sur- 
vived. In terms of rarity, the 1912, 1913 and 1915 are the rarest proof issues 
of the Indian quarter eagle series, with one or two offered in any given year 
at auction on average. Forming a collection takes time and patience to obtain 
the grade desired.

The green-gold 
surfaces are finely hairlined throughout, but do retain hints of luster about 
the design elements. Desirable as the only O-mint three dollar. (#7971) 





BRIGHT SELECT 1874 THREE DOLLAR GOLD 


1869. PCGS graded MS-63. A brilliant, lustrous specimen with a generous 
amount of prooflike surface remaining on both sides. The strike is above 
average, but with some lightness on the highpoints of Liberty's hair near the 
center. The reverse is quite sharp, not perfect, but close. As a Select Mint 
State coin the present 1869 is a significant rarity. PCGS has graded just four 
others, with three finer (4/07). In the entire world of numismatics we esti- 
mate that only 20 to 30 exist. A fortunate opportunity for the collector of 
this odd denomination U.S. gold coinage. (#7990) 





SPLENDID SELECT UNCIRCULATED 
1874 THREE DOLLAR 


1874. PCGS graded MS-63. Aesthetic appeal comes to the front in the pre- 
sent piece, with rich luster on both sides, and attractive, warm antique-gold 
and copper-gold hues. From a mintage of 41,800 coins, the highest circula- 
tion strike mintage in the series after 1854, a figure exceeded after 1874 by 
just the 1878 issue. A couple of grade-limiting abrasions are noted on the 
cheek and in the left obverse field. A splendid specimen that will be of inter- 
est as a type coin or as a particularly pleasing example of the date. (#7998)

1802/1. NGC graded MS-63. Breen-6440, B. 2-H and I, Miller-54, R.4. 
The 1802/1, along with the 1800, is the most frequently encountered 
Capped Bust half eagle in grades up to and including MS63. This die pair- 
ing is easily identifiable by the left placement of the underdigit within the 2, 
and the die crack on the reverse that extends from the olive branch to the R 
in AMERICA. Struck from a later die state where pronounced die clashing 
is seen, and die cracks show through (UNIT)ED on the reverse. The surfaces 
are bright and fully lustrous, and there are no obvious abrasions on either 
side, which is somewhat unusual for the assigned grade. This one certainly 
must be one of the finest MS63 examples known of this variety. (#8083) 
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ELUSIVE 1805 HALF EAGLE, MS62 PCGS 


1016 1805. PCGS graded MS-62. Close Date, Breen-6445, B. 3-B, BD-2, 


Miller-74, R.4. This variety is easily attributed as the top of the 1 in the date 
touches Liberty's hair curl, the tip of the 5 touches the bust, and the notice- 
able die crack through the 0 in the date into the portrait. 


This is a highly desirable example that exhibits a rich olive-gold appearance. 
Some localized areas of deeper copper-gold color are also seen, particularly on 
the reverse. A fairly well struck piece with typical softness on the eagle's left 
talon and the obverse stars. A few lateral adjustment marks are noted at the 
top of the reverse. An exemplary, seldom seen date in the Capped Bust half

John Reich, a German immigrant, did contract work for the Mint in the 
early 19th century, and in 1807 was signed as an assistant on the staff. He 
worked for a decade under Chief Engraver Robert Scot, creating new motifs 
including the Capped Bust motif as here, and also what used to be called the 
Turban Head, but which is now called the Classic Head cent of 1808 (a motif 
picked up for the half cent of 1809 and, years later, copied for use on the 
quarter eagle and half eagle of 1834). 


Reich was a talented engraver, with some of his best art appearing on medals 
of the era. Although he was not the chief engraver, today Reich is far better 
remembered than his boss, Scot, with the John Reich Collectors Society bear- 
ing his name. 


This variety is easily identifiable by the placement of the 5 of the denomina- 
tion to the left under the lowest arrow feather. A frosty and very attractive 
example of the first year of John Reich's short lived Capped Bust design, a 
motif that was used only through 1812 before modification. The obverse 
possesses a needle-sharp strike, including the hair, the star centers, and den- 
tils, a virtual definition of this design, while the reverse is equally remarkable. 
The luster is satiny and beautiful, and the color is a light green-gold. This is 
an exceptional 1807 half eagle with smooth, nearly mark-free surfaces. For 
the type set enthusiast this will be a special acquisition. (#8101)

pairing for the year. Abundant, frosty cartwheel luster enlivens the bright 
green-gold surfaces. An attractive high-grade example of this popular over- 
date variety. Some light adjustment marks are noted near the base of the 
obverse. There is noticeable die clashing visible on the reverse and a few small 
marks and abrasions are also seen that seem to limit the grade. Many type 
collectors find that including interesting varieties that command a small pre- 
mium, or none at all, adds interest to their set despite the real concentration

1813. NGC graded MS-64. B. 1-A, Miller-119, R.3. The 1813 half eagle 
introduced a modified version of John Reich’s Capped Bust design where 
Liberty’s head appears much larger than before because much of her bust was 
removed. Despite a relatively low mintage of 95,428 pieces, the ‘13 half eagle 
is the most easily obtained date in the Capped Bust series. Many of the 
known examples have survived in Uncirculated condition, including quite a 
few Choice specimens. 


This is a highly lustrous piece that exhibits rich green-gold luster. It is sharply 

detailed including the hair strands over Liberty's ear and the eagle’s neck 
feathers on the reverse. The frosty surfaces are all but void of the normally 

seen clash marks and adjustment marks - obviously this was a well prepared 

planchet prior to striking with relatively new dies. Early gold collectors will 

pay close attention to this piece as it crosses the auction block. (#8116)

a few tiny abrasions and scuffs are present that combine to limit the Select grade. It is estimated that perhaps 80 to 100 examples of this popular overdate are cur- 
rently known in all grades, with the present specimen high in the rankings at NGC. Well worth pursuing if a pleasing Select Mint State example of the date or 
type is on your want list.

1909. NGC graded Proof 67. After complaints from the public about the dark matte process used on the 1908 gold issues, the Philadelphia Mint decided to 
experiment with a lighter finish. They developed the so-called Roman finish, which produced a lighter yellow-gold color with more brightness but still in the 
matte (sandblast) proof format. The result was similar by numismatists - they wanted deeply mirrored fields and contrasting devices as used on prior Liberty issues. 
The present coin was struck in the lighter yellow-gold Roman finish as seen on all but two proofs of this date, those being struck using the same matte finish seen 
on the 1908 proofs. As proof gold coins were not struck until orders were received, and as stated before, collectors were simply not happy with this finish, a total 
of only 74 proofs were struck in 1909, a paltry sum indeed to represent the entire year. 


The present coin is simply a delight to examine, the surfaces are nearly perfect as no signs of hairlines or handling marks are present. Furthermore, no copper 
specks, shiny areas, or lint marks are found even after extreme scrutiny with magnification. This coin obviously has been carefully stored since it was originally 
purchased from the Mint in 1909.

1868. NGC graded MS-63. Just under 100,000 double eagles were struck at Philadelphia in 1868, and nearly all the survivors subsequently entered circulation 
and stayed there for many years. Most are now in grades ranging from VF to AU, as there were few collectors then to preserve specimens from the channels of 
commerce. This 1868 issue was struck after the loss of the three major shipwreck hoards of double eagles (Central America, Republic, and Brother Jonathon), yet 


prior to when the government's practice began of shipping $20 gold coins abroad as bullion reserves. Thus, virtually none were spared the ravages of commerce 
and saved as Uncirculated examples. 


This magnificent piece exhibits rich, frosty luster with a fresh, bright golden finish. Extremely bold throughout with sharp definition on the stars, Liberty's hair 
and the eagle’s feathers.

Only 30 proof examples were struck for collectors, who at that time, could simply send the 
Mint $20 plus a small fee for handling, and request one to be specially struck for them. Both proofs and Uncirculated business strikes are very rare and seldom 
seen. David Akers rates 1866 proofs as more difficult than the earlier proof issues of 1862, 1863, and 1864, but not quite as rare as those of 1865, 1867, or 1868. 
He estimates the number of survivors in the range of 10-12 pieces. 


This remarkable example is the first proof 1866 double eagle we have handled in quite some time. The fields are very deeply mirrored and starkly contrast against 
heavily frosted devices. In fact, we wonder why PCGS chose NOT to include “Cameo” or even “Deep Cameo” on the holder. The surfaces are fully brilliant with 
just a hint of haze visible on the reverse as the coin turns under a light. Light, scattered hairlines show in the fields but these are hardly offensive. A single tiny 
scratch is noted over the WE of TWENTY in the reverse field, this being mentioned only to help pedigree this exceedingly rare coin. As a further note of numis- 
matic interest, all proofs of this date show a remnant of a mispunched 1 on the rim outside the beaded border. 


Current (4/07) population figures are somewhat misleading for this date: PCGS has graded 3 non-Cameos; 2 in 64, 1 in 63; and 3 Deep Cameos, 2 in 64, 1 in 
65. NGC, on the other hand, has seen 5 Cameos; 2 in 65, 2 in 64, 1 in 63; and 1 Ultra Cameo, a PR65. Obviously, some of these are likely resubmissions. As
